The measure was taken charge of at once 
by two of the new members—Mills and 
Sonsteby—ihe one moving ite adoption and 
the other seconding it. On vote one of the 
new members, Philip Angsten, declared that 
he preferred to have his name passed, but 
Trustee Hayes recorded the only vote 
against it. 

Thereupon the regular parliamentary mo- 
tion to reconsider was made by Mills, sec- 
onded by Sonsteby, for the purpose of set- 
tling the matter finally and without possi- 
bility of alteration. Trustee O’Ryan en- 
deavored to explain that the motion should 
not be reconsidered, that the matter had 
been dragging along for years, and that it 
should be adjusted finally. 


Starts Fight on Tax Dodgers. 

Then came the proposition to create a tax 
committee of investigation, put forth in a 
resolution presented by Trustee John UC. 
Harding and backed by the new members, 
The resolution was sufficiently explanatory 
of itself, but Mr. Harding threw additional 
light on it after it had been read. it was as 
follows: 

Whereas,

Resolved, That the board of education wel- 
comes the colUperation of any league or organiza- 
tion having for its object the proper administration 
of the public school system. 

Resolved, further, That the incoming president 
of the board is hereby instructed to appoint a 
special Committee of five, of which he shall be a 
member ex-officio, and that such committee shall 
prepare and report back to this board a suitable 
plan for a thorough inquiry into existing condl- 
tions in relation to the sources of public revenue 
and the assessment, collection, and administration 
thereof, to the end that the interests of the public 
school system of Chicago may be properly con- 
served for the benefit of the school children of 


Chicago. 
Harding for Action at Once. 


Mr. Harding asked for its immediate pas- 
sage.

Man Arrested for Hotel Crime 
Shoots Himself in Jail. 


MURDER DONE FOR MONEY. 


Ghastly Deed in Minneapolis Hosteiry 
Has Quick Sequels..." 


Minneapolis, Minn., July 12, 2 a. m.—{Spe- 
cial.}—Nathan M. Riggs, a conductor on the 
Northwestern road, who was arrested at El- 
roy, Wis., Wednesday, charged with the mur- 
der of Miss Millie Ellison in the National ho- 
tel in this city yesterday, committed suicide 
just after midnight in the jail at Elroy. 

How he managed to secrete the weapon 
with which he shot himself is a mystery. 

Just as his train left the depot here at 6:30 
Tuesday night, a few hours after the murder, 
Riggs was handed a description of the man 
believed to have committed the murder. His 
orders were to arrest any man he found on 
the train answering the description. 

Riggs put the description in a pocket and 
did not search the train. Yesterday he was 
arrested at Elroy, Wis. The police say the 
description of the murderer he carried was 
his own. 


Gir] Slain for Her Money. 

It developed last night that $6.500, her sav- 
ings in ten years’ work, may have cost Miss 
Ellison her life. although the police think 
there was some stronger motive. The wom- 
an recently sold out a millinery business in 
her home town, Ellsworth, Wis. When she 
registered at the National hotel on Monday 
she carried the money in a small satchel. 
The satchel has disappeared. The police be- 
lieve it was one of the two satchels carried 
by the man seen running from the hotel a 
few minutes after the murder. 

That the murder was carefully planned 
the police have no doubt. The murderer 
bought a new hammer with which to stu 
the woman. The bottle of wood alcohol with 
which he saturated her clothing and even 
the rope with which he tied her to the couch 
were purchased the day of the murder. 


Fires Hotel to Hide Crime. 

After killing the woman, the police be- 
lieve, it was the murderer’s intention to burn 
the body in the room, thus starting a fire in 
the hotel which he hoped might conceal his 
crime. It was only by chance that the de- 
struction of the hotel was prevented and the 
fire in the room extinguished in time to re- 
veal all ‘the evidences of the murder. 

Riggs, when he was arrested at Elroy, 
Wis., strenuously denied having seen the 
woman yesterday. He is known, however, 
to have been acquainted with her for a num- 
ber of years. Relatives of the woman de- 
clared to the police that Riggs induced the 


} girl to sell out her millinery, come to Minne- 


apolis, and invest the money in Washington 
land, after which ee were to have been 
married. 

According to her family, Miss Ellison be- 
liewed Riggs to be unmarried. The police 
learned today he is married and lived with his 
wife and daughter at 3405 Pillsbury avenue 
this year. 

Promise to Wed as Lure. 


The story of Riggs’ relations with Miss 


: Ellison were told to the police by her brother, 
' James Ellison, today. He said that when his 
‘sister was employed in a railroad restaurant 
‘at Hudson, Wis., about ten years ago, she 
' became acquainted with Riggs. The two be- 


came good friends and after she had gone 
into the millinery business in Elleworth he 
still called on her. For a long time he repre- 
sented himself as a single man. 

He persuaded Miss Ellison to invest her 
money in a land scheme. Accordingly she sold 
some of the mortgages she had taken as 
payment for her millinery store, and came to 
Minneapolis Monday with the intention ef 
inveeting in ‘the land scheme.

WILD PANIC TO ESCAPE. 


Vessel Strikes Bank and Is Half Cap- 
sized—Many May Be Drowned... 


Ia Crosse, Wis., July 12, 1 a, m.—The 
steamer Quincy of the Diamond Jo line, with 
200 passengers aboard, went aground and 
then caught fire on a shoal two miles from 
Tempealeau, on the Mississippi river late 
last (Wednesday) night. 

The steamer carried no searchlight and 
almost every light on board was extinguished 
when it struck a shoal. 

Panic instantly seized the passengers and 
scores jumped overboard in the first few 
minutes following the shock. 

So far as it has been possible to learn here 
up to this hour only one life is known to have 
been lost. although passengers who have 
reached here declare that it is certain many 
were drowned and some possibly burned to 
death. 

Boat Turns Half Over. 

The Quincy ran bow on to the shoal and 
turned half over. It was nearly 11 o'clock, 
and many of the passengers were in the ship's 
cabins. Scores of these were pinned under 
the water which closed over the vessel. 

The screams of those on deck and the wild 
rush to find a way to escape increased the 
panic. 

Within a few minutes after the ship struck 
fire broke out in the after part and there 
was danger that the boilers would explode. 


Fire Spreads Rapidly. 

The fire spread rapidly through that part 
of the vessel not submerged and added to 
the terror of the passengers. 

Through the glare of the flames the shore 
of the shoal where the vessei struck could be 
seen apparently not more than a few feet 
away. 

Scores made their way to the bow of the 
vessel and jumped into the water, which at 
this point wes not more than a few feet 


deep. 
All of these escaped without any more in- 


jury than a wetting. 

Others, however, leaped into the deep water 
at the stern of the vessel. How many of 
these failed to reach the shore in the dark- 
ness and were swept down the river it is im- 
possible to tell. 

Scramble for the Boats. 

In the panic which reigned on the vessel 
the officers kept their heads, and quickly 
every available boat was in the water. This 
served to increase the disorder. There wasa 
wild scramble for the boats in which many 
were swept into the water. 

It was at this stage, one of the passengers 
states, that a child was swept from its moth- 
er’s arms and carried overboard. It never 
was seen again and the woman refused to 
leave the ship. Force was finally necessary 
to get her into one of the boats. 

Half an hour after the ship struck the last 
person was reported to haveleft. The roust- 
abouts comprising the steamers crew, it is 
stated, rose to the emergency and displayed 
the greatest daring and coolness in the face 
of the panic. 

Sixty of the passengers who escaped ar- 
rived here at midnight. The stories they tell 
are widely divergent. Some claimed that at 
least a score of lives were lost. Others de- 
clare that only the child swept overboard in 
the rush to get into the boats was lost.

In the name of the invalids and hospital 
patients, to whom the weangt of their food is 
of vital importance, the @umers’ league 
yesterday asked the government to place 4 
special label on.at least one brand of meat. 

The matter was presented In a letter to 
Secretary of Agriculture James Wilson, who 
during the day finished his Investigation 
here and left for the west. Before he depart- 
ed he stated that after Aug. 1 the government 
would withdraw its inspectors from and deny 
the use of its label to all plants that have 
not perfected sanitary improvements. 

The letter to Secretary Wilson, which was 
ane the Llinois branch of the league, was 

ed by Mrs. Mary Wilmarth, president, 
pr Mrs. Harriet M. Van Der Vaart, secre- 
tary. It contains the following points: 

We, as consumers, demand that government 
tnapection shall mark at least one grade of meat 
which has been procured from animals absolutely 
free from disease. This will be comparatively 
easy, ac it is known that only « small percentage 
of animals used for slaughter are diseased. 

Disease in an animal can be ascertained with 
reasonable accuracy only at the time of slaughter. 

Physicians and others often desire animal food 
for invalida, for hospital use, and would be will- 
ing to pay an advanced price for meat which ts 
beyond doubt as to its injurious effecta 

We believe you have the power to prevent the 
shipment of visibly diseased and emaciated ani- 
mals over the common carriers, and, by exercising 
thie authority, many diseased animals would have 
to be destroyed where they are produced. The 
cost of a diseased animal at this point is less

School Board Members on Committee 
Hear Merits of Various Readers

Secretary Wilson's statement regarding his 
work here and the withdrawal of inspection 
follows: 

“Here in Chicago I have met the inspeo 
tors In charge of the federal] meat inspec- 
tion from the olties of the country. They 
report that conditions are improving every- 
where. I have told them that inspection 
under the new law will be established imme- 
diately in those houses where the sanitary 
conditions which affect the food products 
justify it. I have also told them that no 
inspection will be given to establishments 
where the sanitary conditions which affect 
the food product are not perfect. 

“Practically all of the slaughtering and 
packing establishments in Chicago are on 
the way to sanitary conditions, which wiii 
justify inspection under the new law. 

“In some cases improvements of a per- 
manent character will take time, but where 
want of thé projected changes does not in- 
volve the healkthfulness of the product the 
new inspection will be inaugurated without 
walting for their completion. 

“I am eatisfied that the packers of Chi- 
cago are using every effort to put their plants 
ip sanitary shape. The department wil) be 
prepared with additional men and revised 
regulations on Aug. 1. I shall expect the 
Chicago plants to be ready at that time. Those 
who are prepared will get inspection; others 
cannot expect i!t.”’ 

The packers took Secretary Wilson's words 
to heart and united in declaring that all 
government plans will be complied with. 


Sees Prosperity for Industry. 


In an interview, the secretary took ean op- 
timistic view of the future of this country 
in the meat business in foreign markets. 
He uppeared to fee) that the government 
has saved the packers by its merciless ex- 
posure of the conditions formerly prevailing 
at the stockyards. 

“It t@ true,” said Mr. Wilson, “ that state- 
ments of coming loss to America in favor of 
Argentina and otber countries have been pub- 
lished, but the truth Is that those who would 
fight us ip the markets of the world will get 
little or nothing for their pains.’’ 


Meets AsSociations’ Experts. 


Mr. Wilson held a conference in the morn- 
ing with experts employed by the Illinois 
Manufacturers and the Chicago Commercial 
associations Dr. W. A. Evans, who was 
present, stated that a proposed new system of 
inspection was discussed, but that no con- 
clusions were arrived at.

DREAD MYSTERY: WOMAN GONE. 
SHE RETURNS AND EXPLAINS. 


Mrs. Carrie Chapman Reported Miss- 
ing with $1,000, but She Spoils the 
Case at Last.

FAILURE OF BANK RECALLED 
BY BIG REAL ESTATE DEAL. 


Sixty Acres South of Jackson Park Will 
Be Sold to Trust Company by Third 
National’s Receivers. 


After a period of receivership nearly thirty 
years In extent, the affairs of the old Third 
National bank, which falled in 1877, are to be 
wound up next Monday with a sale of sixty 
acres of land just south of Jackson park, to 
the Chicago Title and Trust company, as 
trustee, for $201,400. The receivership of the

in the history of the banking business F. 
W. Jackson and D. B. Lyman, the receivers, 
have spent years in an effort to realize as 
much as possible on the assets of the falled 
institution.

FINDS CANNED MEAS BAD 


MASSACHUSETTS REPORT SEVERE 
ON CHICAGO PRODUCTS. 


State Board of Health Gives Result 
of Ite Investigation of Tinned Out- 
put—Deciares Contents Not What 
They Are Represented in Some 
Cases and That They Are Unfit for 
Food—Preservatives Used in Prep- 
aration of Foods. 


Boston, Mass., July 11.—[Special.]—After 
an inveat{gation covering several weeks the 
Massachusetts state board of health in a 
statement issued today scores canned meats 
put up by Chicago packers and sold in this 
state as in many instances adulterated, 
made up of refuse or filled with boric pre- 
servatives. 

The report, which is especially severe on 
the Armour canned goods, goes into detail 
with the results of its examination of 150 
cans of meats products purchased by its 
agents in tne open market. Many of these 
are declared unfit for food. The report 
states that the stuff labeled potted tongue, 
chicken, beef, tongue, and ham was not 
made of the articles they were supposed to 
contain. Cans labeled potted tongwe were 
found to contain epithelium, which ts a. layer 
of cells lining the alimentary canal, and al!’ 
its appendages, canals, and ducts. Boric 
acid and other preservatives are found in 
canned deviled ham, and instead of muscular 
fiber pieces of scrap and débris are the ele- 
ments. An examination of the contents of 
two specimen cans of boned chicken put 
up by a Chicago house revealed skin and 
nin feathers, and the meat was bad in ap- 
pearance. In nearly every case the canned 
corned beef was found to have been satu- 
rated with boric acid. All samples were put 
up in Chicago. 

Four specimens of chicken loaf were tested 
and none was good. All contained a liberal 
amount of cornmeal and one was preserved 
with boric acid. All were put up in Chicago.

LIFE WRECKED BY GAMING 


FORMER WASHINGTON OFFICIAL 
DIES A STABLEMAN HERE. 
James Manning, Who, as a Deputy 
United States Marshal, Led Guiteau 
te the Gallows After President 
Garfleld’s Assassination, Is Victim 
of Broken Health—Loses Money 
and Family Through Passion for 

Chance—Ends Life with Bullet, 


A strange story of a life that failed was 
brought to light yesterday by the death of 
James Manning, stall sweeper in a stable at 
146 Thirty-first street. Twenty-five years 
ago, as deputy marshal of the District, of 
Columbia, Manning led Charles Guiteau, the 
assassin of President Garfield, to the gal- 
lows. Today his body lies in a State street 
morgue in the care of the county, although 
it is said the man hase relatives who are 
wealthy residents of Washington. 

After being a patient In the county hospi- 
tal he asked Henry Skau, the owner of the 
stable, to give him work. Since then he has 
worked intermittently, his health being 
broken. 


Life Wrecked by Gambling. 

Only an outline of his life was told Skau 
by Manning. The man, it appears, was an 
inveterate gambler. Although married and 
possessed of a considerable fortune, his pas- 
sion for gambling led him into an estrange- 
ment from his family, and twenty years ago 
he left home, starting om a wandering tour 
about the middle west. That part of his 
property which he had not left his e was 
soon lost and Manning became a race fol- 
lower, giving up this only when poor health 
and ill luck forced him from it. 


Works in Stables for Living. 

Then, still seeking to be near horses, he 
secured a job as a stable hand in Chicago, 
and for several years worked from stable to 
table about the city. 

“He used to write ‘to Washington for 
money now and then,’’ said Skau in telling 
the story, “‘and the money always came, 
with a letter urging him tocome-home. But, 
as he used to say, he'd forget about home 
when the money came, and it would all gofer 
gambling. Poor old fellow! He was always 
trying to win out.” 


Loses on Races; Ends Life. 

A man who had given his name as E. W. 
Sanborn, 85 years old, committed suicide in 
a room in Hunt’s-hotel, 148 Dearborn street, 
by shooting himeelf in the heart with a re- 
volver. He had registered, giving his home 
as St. Paul. From statements made at the 
hotel before his death, it is believed he was 
driven to suicide by losses at the races.

Two Little Latin Republies in 
- Central America Appeal 
to the Sword. 


BATTLE FOUGHT AND WON 


Effort of United States to Mediate 
in the Quarrel Fails to 
Assure Peace. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
[Copyright: 1006: By the New York Herald.) 
PANAMA, July 11—War has broken out 
between San Salvador and Guatemala. There 
has been a battle, in which the Salvadorian 
troops were victorious. 

Peace was supposed to have been estab- 
lished while negotiations were in progress for 


} @ settlement of the trouble between the two 


countries. Leslie M. Combe, the American 
minister to Guatemala, who was on his way 
to the United States to assist these peace 
negotiations, had beep ordered back to 
Guatemala City from Champerico, Guate- 
mala, where he was reached by cable. 

The dispute, which is of long standing, be- 
came acute as a result of the alleged partici- 
pation of Salvador in the recent revolution- 
ary movement in Guatemala. The revolu- 
tionists declare their purpose to be the Amer- 
icanigation of the republic, by that meaning 
te put the government on a more liberal 
basis and to insure freedom for gli citizens. 

President Cabrera, on the other hand, de- 
clares he is in love with everything Ameri- 
can, and that he has sent two of his sons 
to American colleges. 


Rebel Forces Defeated. 

The rebel forces under Gens. Barillas and 
Toledo already have been defeated, one hav- 
ing been driven back upoy the Salvador bor- 
der and the other into Mexico. Small bodie# 
of invaders were defeated eleewhere. 

Guatemala’s complaint is that the army 
which came from Salvador was more Salva- 
dorean than revolutionary. Galvador, has 
made no great effort to conceal her “part 
in the revolution. 

There are several soldiers of fortune from 
America in the Guatemalen army, including 
Col. L. Clairmont, who is on the staff of 
President Cabrera and one of his chief ad- 
viserae. The chief of police of Guatemala 
City also is an American. 


Seeking American Mediation. 

Washington, D. C., July 11--The United 
States has been trying for some time to bring 
about a peaceful settlement of the dispute 
between Guatemala and Salvador. Guate- 
mala protested not only to the United States 
but to Mexico over the aid given by Salvador 
to the Guatemalan revolutionists. It was 
finally agreed that Leslie M. Combs, the 
American minister to Guatemala, should 
meet an agent of the Salvadorean republic 
in Washington, in an effort to reach a settle- 
ment. Salvador named J. R. Pacus as its 
agent, and John Jenkins, the American con- 
sul, was to accompany him. 

Newe that hostilities between Guatemals 
and Salvador had begun caused some sur- 
prise at the state department.

$450 in taxes.

ALTON ROAD AND FORMER OFFI- 
CIALS MUST PAY $60,000. 


By Sentence in Judge Landis’ Court 
J. N. Faithorn, F. A. Wann, and 
Corporation Are Held Gullty of 
Violating Elkins Law — Packing 
Company the Recipient—Jurist Be- 
lieves Evidence Is Conclusive and 


Refuses Further Delay. 


Lawyers for the Chicago and Alton rall- 
road today will prepare an appeal from the 
decision of Judge Landis in which the road 
Was fined $40,000 yesterday for violation of 
the Elkins act. 

John N. Faithorn, former vice president, 
and Fred A. Wann, former freight agent, 
were fined $10,000 each at the same time, 
The railway company was fined $20,000 on 
each of two counts, the limit under the law, 
and the individual defendants $5,000 on each 
count. 

Attorney R. M. Shaw, for the defendants, 
asked a bill of exceptions that the case may 
be appealed. District Attorney Morrison was 
net in court. The government was repre- 
sented by Attorney Francis Hanchett. 


Fail to Produce Witnesses. 

Judge Landis had given the defending at- 
torneys, Mr. Shaw and John Barton Payne, 
time to produce evidence tending to show 
that the granting of a rebate by the defend- 
ant to the Schwarzschild & Sulzberger com- 
pany was publicly known in Kansas City. 
When court convened in the morning Attor- 
ney Shaw declared he had not time enough to 
produce witnesses, but that he had evicg¢ nce 
that a similar transaction in two instances 
had been approved by United States Judge 
Phillips in Kansas City while he, as a court, 
was administering the Kansas City Belt line, 
then in the hanas of a receiver. 

Attorney Shaw was unable to produce the 
contracts said to have been approved by 
the court in Kansas City, because of the lack 
of time. He could not produce witnesses, 
he said, because they feared making confes- 
sions might place them in danger of prose- 
cution. 


Hide Evidence; Fear Prison. 


“JT have accomplished all I could,” said

Milwaukee, Wis., July 11.—Gertrude Rue! 
Gates, wife of James L. Gates, millionaire 
land owner, today filed a sensational affi- 
davit in her divorcee action here, in which 
she charges that her husband last October 
threatened to kill her. As the result of in- 
juries then received she alleges she is now 
in a hospital in Chicago. Mrs. Gates for- 
merly was Mrs. Moulton of Winnetka, III. 

Her affidavit charges her husband attacked 
her in her bathroom one‘night, tripping her 
feet from under her and throwing her over 
the edge of the bath tub. She says he 
threatened to kill her. She declares her pres- 
ent condition is due to that and other in- 
juries suffered'at the hands of her husband. 

In a list of her property, Mrs. Gates de- 
clares She owns a $7,650 mortgage on 680 
acres of land, which is pledged as security 
for a 83,000 loan. She says that all: her 
jewelry has been pledged for a $7,000 Joan, 
which falls due in September, and unless 
she is given alimony she will lose the gems. 
She declares ‘that it costs her $50 a week 
at the hospital and that it is imperative 
she stay there. She asks for immediate 
alimony. 


BRITAIN BACKING MURDERER; 
CHARGE OPRAILROADING MADE 


Foreign Office Furnishes Funds for 
“Lord’s”’ Fight for Life—Vice Consul 
Says This Case Will Be a Test Suit. 


St. ‘Louts, Mo., July 11.—[{Special.]—That 
British subjects have been unable to secure 
fair trials in Missouri is the contention of the 
foreign office at London. This is the secret 
of the British government's active interest 
in the case of “ Lord "' Seymour Barrington.

Repudiates His Confession by 
Saying He Shot Marcum 
from Spite. 


MOONSHINE IS BLAMED. 


Prosecution Says He Had Too 
Much to Drink; Jail for 
Witness. 


Beattyville,-Ky., July 11.—Curtis Jett tes- 
tified today in the trial of former Judge Har- 
gis and former Sheriff Callahan on a’charge 
of murdering Lawyer Marcum that he killed 
Marcum. Jett took all the blame on him- 
self and said he killed Marcum because Mar- 
cum was his enemy. Jett admitted that the 
pistol with which the murder was committed 
was given him by Seldon Hapygis, a brother 
of Judge Hargis, but that he killed Marcum 
of his own volition. 

“Marcum had prosecuted me in several 
cases and was my bitter enemy. I am the 
man who killed him,” said Jett. His story 
of the assassination tallies with the descrip- 
tion by B. J. Ewan. 

Jett said he had not conferred with White 
in regard to the killing. The defendants 
helped to defend him in his previous trial. 
He did not know, but thought they had paid 
his attorneys’ fees. 


Suddenly Loses His Memory. 

He suddenly lost his memory at the most 
crucial moments, and could tell nothing of 
his or White's actions preceding or following 
the murder. Jett did not remember seeing 
White in the coutrhouse at all, and, as far as 
he is concerned, White is perfectly innocent. 

That Jett has had some marvelous change 
of heart is apparent. The reason may be 
found in a statement of Commonwealth’s 
Attorney Adams,’ who said Jett had been 
drinking, and that another attempt will be 
made tomorrow to get him to repeat his con- 
fession. 


eRefuses to Testify; Sent to Jail. 

“Tom” White followed Jett on the stand 
and asked Attorney Byrd to excuse him, as 
he did not want to answer any questions. 
He was asked if he was in Jackson the day 
Marcum was killed, but declined to answer. 
White even refused to answer after being 
told to by the court. Judge Dorsey ordered 
the witness to jail. 

W. B. Johnson said White told him just 
a few weeks before Marcum was killed that 
Hargis wanted him to do the fighting for 
him, 

Given $900 to Leave. 

“Mose” Feltner testified that after the 
filing of a suit for damages by Mrs. Marcum 
against Hargis, Callahan and others, Hargis, 
Callahan, and French induced him to go to 
Ohio and remain until after the trial. At- 
torney Jouett introduced a check for $900 
which Feltner declares was given to him to 
defray expenses. 

Asbury Spicer testified that he was ap- 
proached by “Jim” Hargis and asked to 
kill Marcum. Hargis told Spicer to get any 
ald necessary to assist and he would protect 
them. ‘The witness refused. 

Attorney W. A. Young of the defense said 
that Curtis Jett had said to him that he 
would swear that his recent confession was 
a fake if the defendants would give him 
$1,000.

UNION GETS MAN’S WAGES; 
VICTIM SLUGGED BY OFFICIALS. 


Business Agent Farrell Accused by C. A. 
Nidever of Assault When Latter De- 


mands Return of His Money. 


Light was thrown on methods of collect- 
ing “dues” now practiced by some labor 
unions in Chicago when C. A. Nidever, aged 
23, walked into the Central police station yes- 
terday afternoon and told how he had come to 
Chicago from San Francisco, secured tem- 
porary employment, had been defrauded out 
of his wages by William Farrell, business 
agent of a union, and slugged when he de- 
manded the return of the money. 

Nidever secured work as a teamster for T. 
J. Gormley, a contracting teamster, 13 Curtis 
street. He worked for a week, when he was 

ischarged. 

Meanwhile he had been visited by Farrell, 
who is the agent of the Excavating Team- 
sters’ union, who demanded that he join the 
union, the initiation fees of which are $10.50, 
Nidever protested he had not money to pay 
far food. 

After dogging him for days, the union agent 
went to Gormley, his employer, and demand- 
ed his wages be turned over to the union as 
“ dues.”’ 

“ The union got your money,’ Gormley is 
said to have told. Nidever. He went to the 
office of the union, 9% Madison street, and 
found the officer who had _ collected his 
money. He demanded that it be returned. 

* You had no right to gototeaming. There 
are plenty of us doing the work,”’ said the 
official. Nidever was struck in the face, and, 
after falling se the floor, was kicked to the 
stairs and left unconscious. 

After regaining consciousness Nidever 
complained to the police, and later pointed out 
Farrell as the slugger. Farrell was locked 
up, but later gave bonds.

NEW .ATHLBTIG CLUB HIP. 


MEMBERS CALLED TO SAVE IT 
FROM FINANCIAL KNOCKOUT. 


Failure to Sell Bond Issue Ties Up 
Work on Building, and Urgent Re- 
aquest Is Out to Meet Today and 
Subscribe Funds to Make Possible 
Completion of Structure—Ofticials 
Lay Stringency to Big Commissien 
Collected by Promoter. 


The Ilinols Athletic club has $300,000 of 
bonds for sale, and having for three months 
tried*in vain to disposé of them to bond 
brokers, the effort will now be made to get 
the members to take them and thus pro- 
teot the money already invested. An ap- 
peal to the 3,500 members to assemble at 
the partly constructed clubhouse in Micht- 
gan avenue at 4 o’clock this afternoon “ to 
assist in saving the club from becoming a 
financial wreck’ was sent out yesterday. 

Work on the clubhouse has been stopped 
pending the result of today's meeting, and 
it is admitted that money is due the con- 
tractors. If the club members come to the 
rescue of the tredsury it is sald the build- 
ing will be ¢omplet and ready for occu- 
pancy in ninety days. 


Thinks Trouble Tentporary. 


Wiliam’ Hale Thompson, president of the 
new athletic club, declared there was no real 
danger of the club going to pieces and he said 
it was merely a temporary financial diffi- 
culty which, once surmounted, would put the 
organization on a better footing than before. 
The new building is to cost $520,000 and of 
this $215,000 has been paid. The $300,000 in 
bonds, if taken at par, will, the club officers 
say, pay for the completion of the building 
and settle all outstanding indebtedness. They 
figure that with memberships at a premium 
as soon as the clubhouse is finished the or- 
ganization has.a reserve fund of over $300,000 
which can be used in liquidating the bonds. 

Mr. Thompson stated yesterday that sev- 
eral of the wealthy members of the club had 
signified their willingness to take some of the 
bonds and, if enough interest was displayed, 
the contractors had intimated that they 
would take $25,000, while the owner of the 
ground at 162 Michigan avenue, where the 
clubhouse is being built, woul@-allow the 
withdrawal of $50,000 now in escrow and ac- 
cept im Meu thereof $75,000 of bonds. 


Genslinger’s Commission Blamed. 


The financial acumen displayed by Mr. 
Charles Henry Gensiinger, secretary of the 
club.and professional organizer of athletic 
clubs, is said to be responsible for the pres- 
ent flying of signals of distress. Mr. Gen- 
slinger has been collecting 25 per cent of the 
membership fees paid in by new members 
@@. the club, “amounting to $25 out of the 
£100 paid in by each new member. His re- 
ceipts thus approximate $87,500. 

Mr. Genslinger has had an extended ex- 
perience as a promoter of athletic clubs. 
He organized the Manhattan Athietic club 
in New York, the Missouri Athietic club 
in St. Louis, the old Crescent City club 
[now defunct] of New Orleans, and has been 
connected with other clubs. It is sald that 
he contemplates going to London, Eng., to 


organize a elub there.

He'll Get It Yet. 


HOPE FOR “HIGHBROWS.” 


Slaughter’ House Novelist Says, 
‘IT Have a Problem’’; Plans 
a Home Colony. 


New York, July 11.—[SpeciahJ—Just as 
the lamented John Alexander Dowie retired 
from the field of co§perative colony propa- 
gande, leaving @ vacancy for a bright and 
active young man of parts, young Upton Sin- 
clair, well known to all readers of newepaper 
delivery wagon posters, comes forward with 
his “home colony” scheme, the main ob- 
ject of which is to-pull the kinks out of the 
servant problem, just as in another way he 


has ironed out the frankfurter belt. 


Young Sinclair also believes the only hope 
for the early rose and rising generations is 
to bring the babies up in a community con- 
sisting wholly of high thought socialism, far 
from “stoves, staircases, cats, dnd dogs, 
work baskets, pianos, sewing machines, jam_ 
closets, and authors’ writing tebies.”’ 

About the time the news flashed around 
the world of thought that the venerable 
Dowie had taken the full count of ten and 
wae ail in, the “home colony” idea was 
broached by young Sinclair in an article that 
was accepted by the Independent. Then, 
with the object of having his paper read by a 
large number of people, young Si r hed 
his article sewed up into pamphiet form and 
distributed. 


Z. 
Gets as Much Mail as Grover. 


So many persons that wished to be uplifted 
wrote to the young author about the proposed? 
colony that the Binclair compartment in the 
Princeton postoffice began to vie with the 
Grover Cleveland compartment, and it is said 
the Princeton postmaster began to think the 
government should begin to do some uplift- 
ing in the matter of salaries. 

When sixty-eight letters of inquiry reached 
young Sinclair he saw that things were get- 
ting beyond even him and he was driven 
to the extremity of sending broadcast a 
printed list of questions with blank spaces 
to be filled in. At the head of the slips Sin- 
clair asks that he be pardoned for not send- 
ing an autograph reply to the letters in- 
quiring about the colony plan, “ as he finds 
himself overwhelmed with correspondence.” 

Before. getting down—or up—to the ques- 
tions on the printed list it may be well to 
outline in brief the alms of the home colony, 
as set forth In Sinclair's pamphiet. 


Finds New Problem to Solve. 

Young Sinclair did not pause to write a 
heading, but with characteristic impetu- 
osity jumps right at the scheme, and says, 
unhesitatingly: “‘ I havea problem tosolve,”’ 
and, furthermore, ‘I wrote the article about 
it for the reason that there are others 
troubled with it.’’ Then, after saying the 
problem ‘is one commonly known as the 
‘servant problem.’ *’ 

A long list of harrowing personal experi- 
ences that have caused young Mr. Sinclair 
to long for an exclusive village where true 
socialists can get away from the trials of as- 
sociating with thelr unequals is next re- 
counted. , 

‘“*T discuss my own affairs,’’ explains Mr. 
Sinciair, “‘ bécause they are typical,’ and 
leads up to his troubles by inviting the reader 
to “consider the situation of a man who is 
posseseed of a small family and a small in- 
come, and wishes to be free to turn his at- 
tention to intellectual pursults.”’ 

Trouble Comes with the Stork. 

Then young Mr. Sinclair goes right ahead. 

‘“ A few years ago the solution would have 


been a simple one. Then all my wife and I 
dreamed of wanting was a one room cabin 


fn the country, solid enough to keep out the | 
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and have been bilasfully happy. But row, 
‘for numberless reasons, this is Impossible 
We are no longer as strong as we were. Also 
we have ben te Packingtown, which means 
that we never again can eat meat without a 
qualm; and in the same way we tremble at 
the store bread and butter and milk, canned 
vegetables and frult—at nearly everything, 
in fact. And, finally, there is a little boy 
that cannot be fitted Into any such scheme.” 

For two years preceding the first edition 
of young Mr. Sinclair’s great novel of slaugh- 
ter houges the Sinclairs tried farm life as an 
ideal place to bring up their boy, David. But, 
alas, at the outset the author says “ hunger 
for companionship seized our David, and he 
found his way to a neighbor’s and played 
with a Httle girl who stuttered.” Misfor- 
tunes followed thick and fast in the train of 
David. When ‘he was not learning to stutter 
he was up in the pear orchard stuffing him- 
self, or out in the kitchen mixing himself e 
pudding of pepper cruets, candlesticks, and 
milk. 


Servant Doesn’t Fit in Scheme. 

And so, with little David stuffing and stut- 
tering and going to the infantile bowwows 
generally, “ii was found necessary to get 
some one to take care of him, so NWttle by lit- 
tlhe the problem has arisen—a question of 
establishment and servants, which naturally 
leads the author to tel of the frightful lot 
of servants the soolalist had to mix with 
when he was even younger than he is now. 

“ Bervants I encountered while I lived at 
my mother’s home! One who cut out the 
bottom of our fruit cake and ieft us only 
the hollow shell for Christmas! One who 
took the Thanksgiving turkey home to her 
friends and told us it fell out of the window! 
One who went crazy; one who got drunk 
and threw a salt box at my mother! And 
then our own, at the farm, all in a single 
year—an Irish lady who ate so much she 
could hardly walk and a Hungarian girl who 
ate raw sausage, wept, and told us of her love 
affair.”’ 

Then young Sinclair admits sorrowfully 
that he’s up against it as long as conditions 
remain as they are. 

‘‘ Can a mere writer of original books afford 
a house in the city or city prices for impure 
food?” he asks. “ And are we to go to hotels 
in summer time and take our chances of 
typhoid and malaria and pay big sums to ive 
in the same house with people less congenial 
than our own servante?”’ 


Septic Meals His Heart’s Desire. 

Then young Sinclair tells bow things can 
be remedied in his home colony, where wrongs 
would be corrected, and, ‘‘so far aw the 
preparation and serving of foods are con- 
cerned, the process be kept as septic as a 
surgical operation.” 

To take care of children properly, young 
Sinclair thinks there should be separate de- 
partments for children, whom he classes 
under two heads, ‘‘ infants, who like to sleep, 
and children, who lke to run and shout.” 
‘ Both,” he says in the -fiext sentence, 
‘‘ should be scientifically, constructed, venti- 
lated, and kept as clean as an up to date hos- 
pital” 

On the question slip begins the quest for 
ideas: 

‘** Would you wish that your children should 
be taken care of cotperatively, provided you 
had access to the establishment at all times?” 


Can’t Get Around Cash Barrier. 


Next, the young socialist: was forced to 
enter into a vulgar discussion of financial 
details by asking how much each person 
wants to bet on the game. Then he asks: 

** Reckoning for a moment for one room 
for each adult person, please set the maxi- 
mum, representing what you would care to 
pay per adult person per year for room and 
board.’’ Many, it is said, have already set 
a minimum per adult per year per room and 
per board. 

Then the list asks for suggestions as to 
whether “‘& la carte, vegetarian, French 
table d’hOte, regular dinner,” or ‘“* home 
cooking, with simplicity and wholesomeness 
as desiderate,”” would be most appropriate. 
Also whether a village should admit “ any 
white person of good mora! character free 
from communicable diseases.”’ 

Any one that wishes a seat on the band 
wagon before the town becomes crowded 
would do well to get busy at once. Mr.

Calhoun’s Report a Secret. 


Mr. Calhoun was confidential agent. ase 
was not a regularly accredited diplomatic 
representative of the United States. Under 
the circumstances it is intimated at the state 
department it would be more or less improper 
to print his report, because it is supposed 
to contain many things intended for the eye 
of the president alone which would pro- 


voke a severance of diplomatic relations and 


possibly actual warfare between the United 
States and Venezuela if published to the 


world, 


Nevertheless it is believed Mr, Calhoun ef- 
fectually punctured the claim of the asphalt 
trust, which is a New York corporation, and 
which had counted upon the friendship of 
the president and the secretary of state, both 


of whom are New York men. In any event, 


it is evident the state department has no in- 
present of pushing. metters in 
Venezuela. Apparently the administration 
is just as well satisfied to let things drift

Milwaukee, Wis, July 11.~—[{Special.]—Ask- 
ing the United States Circuit court to take 
charge of the:seafety fund of the Milwaukee 
Mechanics’ Ingurance company, Ira M. Cobe 
of Chicago ané Edward M w of San Fran- 

cleco today began a friendly suit againet the 
insu ce company to protect al) stockhold- 
ers. The petitioners fear a scrambie of pol- 
icy holders, and want payments made under 
@ court order, so all may be treated alike. 

Announcement also was made todey that 
the Mechanics’ company in the future would 
not do businness in California; because of 
earthquakes and the stockholders’ liability 
clause. The suit begun today is the first of 
ite kind in the United States. It is said it 
i hasten settlements and prevent litiga- 
tiom 

Since 1884 the Milwaukee Mechanics’ Insur- 
ance company has been operating under the 
Safety fund law of Wisconsin, which pro- 
vides that when the company’s losses exceed 
$400,000 the insurance commissioner shall set 
off for the benefit of policy holders a reserve 
fund for new. capital from all unearned pre- 
miuims on outstanding risks, and all the re- 
mainder of the company’s assets. 


May Not Pay Frisco Losses. 

The insurance commissioner so set apart 
for San Francisco losses, and for a tew lose 
claims then unsettled, about $1,500,000, be- 
sides a large amount of reinsurance on these 
losses. This fund, approximately $2,000, 
may be ineufficient to pay all these losses in 
full, although there is so much confusion on 
the coast that this cannot be definitely known 


yet. 

Certain of these claimants, fearing a scram- 
ble for this fund, and consequent waste and 
long and entangled litigation, accordingly 
filed in the United States court their bill in 
chancery asking that the court take this fund 
under its, control, determine all claims 
against it, and direct its disbursement. 

The prayer is that the fund remain in the 
hands of the company, but only under orders 
of court, so that no claimant may secure any 
advantage. 

Since the fund mentioned was set apart the 
company has increased its capital from §200,- 
000 to $500,000, and stockholders have paid 
in $2 for $1, so that the company now has @ 
capital of $500,000, a sufficient reserve for all 
outstanding risks, and a surplus of $800,000. 


Pull Out of California. 

Knowledge of a stockholders’ liability la 
in California come to the stockhold 
since the San cisco fire, and, although 
they are advised by counsel that the law 
cannot be enforced, they are unwilling to 
continue in business in a state where a 
threat of personal liability is held over them. 
No other state or territory ever has under- 
taken to impose any such condition, they 
say, and it would not be good business policy 
for stockholders engaged in other enter- 


prises to permit a continuance of insurance | 


business under such threat against personal 
estates.

 $§MALL CHANGE IN 1906. 

The treasury of the United States ex- 
poets that the usual demand for small 
bills will be larger than ever during the 
coniing autumn, and has requested the na- 
tional- banks to help meet the demand by 
issuing bank notes ofthe minimum de- 
nomination up to the legal limit of one- 
third of their. total. authorized circulation. 
If the banks heed the request of the secre- 
tary of the ‘treasury: $76,000,000 will be 
added to the volume of the smal! bills 
which are most needed when the demand 
comes for money “to move the crops.” 

The interesting thing about the situa- 
tion is the fact that what the treasury 
considers" a small bill is a bank note of 
‘the denomination of $5. The treasury 


= - handles millions of dollars every day, but 


its idea of. the smallness of the $5. bill is 
not based upon its ratio to the volume 
of ‘the day’s business but upon its place 
in the transactions of the world today. 
For several years the country has ex- 
perienced a high: degree of prosperity. 
Everybody except the average men on a 
salary bas shared in this prosperity. The 
merchant, the manufacturer, or the farm- 
er spends now $5 where a few years ago 
he wonld have-spent.$1. Prices have ad- 
vanced, but lavish expenditure has not 
been halted. Automobiles are plentiful. 
In the. whole of France last year there 
were 17,000.automobiles. Regions of tiis 
country with one-quarter the population 
of France probably would show a larger 
number of these expensive playthings. 
“Hotels are planned with disregard for 
cost. Travel is heavy. «Mills that usually 
shut .down in the summer are running 
overtime. Building is progressing at an 
unequaled rate. Crops are plentiful. In 
every line of trade business is brisk. A 
$5. bill is &mall change. 

The reverse of what has been going on 
during the last generation in the estfma- 
tion of money is succeeding now. In the 


early days of the golden west money be- , 


low silver quarters was despised. Then 
came 4 time when men were willing to 
take dimes. Values sunk until nickels 
were admitted, and finally the cent made 
ts way to the Pacific ocean and to the 
Rio Grande. The country was on a finan- 
cial basis where no coin was too small 
to. be exteemed. Now the tendency is the 
‘other way. Pennies have their uses, but 
the: mab who is looking for pleasure or 
- comfort does net count as closely as he 
ofice did. His bills are large, but he has 
the money to pay them with. In settling 
his accounts this fall the small change fe 
méeds is the $5 bill. This is official. 


THE GROCERS ARE ANSWERED. 
A week ago an association of British 
' grocers sent a telegram to President Roose- 
‘velt. It was to the effect that their trade 


, sa in American canned meats was almost para-

“sured of the wholesome character of Amer- 
‘fean. goods or they would have to stop han- 
@ling them. The telegram was a flagrant 
violation of the formalities. It was highiy 
irregular for the grocers to address them- 
selves directly to the head of a foreign gov- 
ernment. Their inquiry should have gone 
through the regular and slow diplomatic 
channels. 

“The grocers in an irregular way paid a 
high compliment to the president, They 
took it for granted that he would give a plain 
answer to a plain question and that they 
could rely on whatever he might say. If he 
could say it was safe for them to handle 
_ Ameriedn tinned goods they would he glad 
to doit.. They would not have put a similar 
_ question directly to the emperor of Ger. 
many, the king of Itaty, or the president of 
the French republic. That does not imply 
that they have a higher opinion of those 
eminent persons than of President Roose- 
yelt, but the reverse. 

The president, waiving all questionsof in- 
formality, has replied to-the telegram 
through Ambassador Reid. He assures the 
grocers that under the new lew “ we can and

A BINDING PROMISE. 

There has been so much discord in the 
democratic party during the last twelve 
years that some republicans are disturbed 
because ‘the probabilities are that unity 
and harmony will return to it two years 
hence. The democrats appear to have 
agreed on Mr. Bryan as thelr presidential 
nominee. His name is the only one men- 
tioned. There is no such unanimity 
among republicans. There are several 


men of national repute in the list of avail- 


able candidates. The republican party 
has what the other party has not-—an em- 
barrassment of riches. 

According to the Washington . corre- 
spondent of Tam Trreunp there are some 
republicans who believe’ that President 
Roosevelt is the only man in “the party 
who can defeat Bryan, and that if he will 
not accept a renomination he will be told 
that he must accept the onus of republican 
defeat. The men who express themselves 


‘thus disregard the fact that pledges given 


to the nation by a public man cannot hon- 
orably or safely be broken, even to pro- 
mote the interests of a party. 

On election night of 1904 Mr. Roosevelt 
said he would not be a candidate again. 
It was an unconditional promise. He has 
renewed it since then. Only last month, 
replying to the question of an old repub- 
lican whether he intended to be a candi- 
date in 1908, Mr. Roosevelt made reply 
that “you will have to. vote for some 
other republican candidate next time.” 
The assurance that he would not be a can- 
didate has been recorded and rerecorded. 
It would be an impeachment of the honor 
of the man who made the promise to as- 
sume that alleged party exigencies would 
induce him to revoke ft. 

There is something else which the in- 
considerate republicans who are talking 
about the renomination of Mr. Roosevelt 
because .of his great strength with the 
people lose sight of. “It is that the popular 
aversion to a third term is not dead but 
If awakened it would be 
as strong and potent as ever. It would 
be a weight that no candidate, however 
great his personal popularity might have 
been, would be able to carry. 

There will be no third term candidate 
in 1908, for Mr. Roogevelt is a man of his 
word, 


AMERICAN PAUPERISM. 

The special report om pauperism in the 
United States which the ceneus bureau has 
issued affords some interesting information, 
the general impression gained being that the 
number of people living in almshouses is 
not increasing with the development of the 
population. Like most government reports 
the material is two years old, and yet it gives 
a basis for consideration and deduction. 
The report indicates that at the close of the 
year 1908 there were 81,764 paupers in the 
almshouses, that during the year 1904 there 
were admitted 81,412, making a total of 
163,176 persons who were in these homes 
during some part of that year. Of this total 
51,859 were women, of whom it is said that, 
once admitted, they are more Hable to r- 
main permanently than the men, who leave 
during the summer and return when the cold 
weather comes on. This percentage of 
“regulars” is so great that the majority of 
those who were admitted during 1904 had 
been in the almshouse before. 

Of course it woukd be wrong to assume 
that this comparatively small number of 
people, less than 200,000 in a population of 
85,000,000, represents all the a bject poverty 
in the United States. For there has been 
a wonderful advance fh this country in the 
methods for handling the improvident mem- 
bers of society. Institutions have been es- 
tablished for the special care of different 
classes of unfortunates who’once made up 
much of the almshouse constituency. Great 
efforts have been put forth to make former 
dependents now partly self-supporting, and 
many a child has been saved to society and 
made an honest, industrious citizen through 
the instrumentality of home finding organ- 
izations. In fact, the figures which are 
given in the report tell in themselves the 
marked gain which society has made under 
the sympathetic and intelligent direction of 
earnest students of social problems. Where 
so-called charity is lax in its methods, allow- 
ing easy ingress and. egress so far as alms- 
houses are concerned, it is shown that the 
number of the dependents is niuch larger 
than in other places where more intelligence 
in administration of the problem of the poor 
is manifested. When it is observed that 
more than three-fourths of the almshouse 
paupers were incapacitated for work and 
nearly two-thirds of them were mentally or 
physically defective, it is evident that there 
are no serious indications that the country 
is developing a pauper class content to live 
upon the charity of a sympathetic world. 
The small percentage of those ,of foreign 
birth who have lived in America for a short 
time omy seems to testify to the value of 
the work done at Ellis island and other gate- 
ways of immigration to prevent the landing 
of those likely to become a burden upon the 
country.

SENTIMENT AND STERN REALITY. 

A report that a plan is being considered 
for the colonization of a large number of 
Russian Jewish refugees“in Palestine, in 
a district which seems inviting except for 
the dangers from the Bedouins, is almost 
pathetic when one contrasts the senti- 
mental feature with the stern realities of 
existence in that land of Abraham, Isaac, 
and Jacob. In all the world there is not 
a thought more appealing to the senti- 
mental side of life than that of the possi- 
bility. of a repossession of Palestine by the 
people whose ancient history, transmitted 
to the ages through the bible, bas been so 
great a factor in the shaping of the litera- 
ture and the life of countless thousands. 
It has been a fruitful theme for nearly 
2,000 years, the dispersion of a race and 
the desolation of their land. Fancy paints 
a bright picture of the time when Jerusa- 
lem again may become the center of a 
little world and all the people again may 
wend their steps thither to worship in the 
home of the prophets of old. 

But the golden days were those of the 
childhood of the race. The narrow con- 
fives of ancient life were long since for- 
gotten in the widening of the world’s hori- 
zon by the discovery of America and the 
development of areas of' which Abraham 
never dreamed even under the inspiration 
of angels’ visits. The Palestine of the 
days of Christ compares with the inhab- 
ited portions of the globe today just as 
the dreams of childhood compare with the 
actualities of the later years. Many a re- 
turning pilgrim seeks the home of boy- 
hood after long absence to find the hills 
mere knolls, the streams but rivulets, the 
tall trees of ordinary height, the people 
narrow and limited in vision, the oppor- 
tunities vanished, the joys of life but ftan- 
«ies. To live there again would be un-

san jn. amanens: with the advan- 
tages of a larger liberty in the 
manhood. That experience has come to 
millions of pilgrims to cherished spots of 
memory. 

The Palestine of today is a dreary land, 
Thousands of visitors seek it because of

The Jew of today is not the Israelite 
of the past. He has changed under the 
spell of modern thought, and no punish- 
ment could be more severe than the com- 
pulsion to go back to the land of his re- 
mote ancestors and seek to eke out a liyv- 
ing amid the wastes of the past. It is a 
striking instance of the power of senti- 
ment. The realities of the “holy land” 
have if them no suggestion of opportunity, 
and without opportunity life is valueless 
to self or t to the world. 


INSURANCE AGAINST BURGLARS. 
One of the companies ‘which bas been 


‘doing a burglar insurance business in New 


York City has given it up. Other com- 
panies are likely to follow itsexample. The 
premium receipts are large, amounting to 
about half a million dolars a year, but they 
do not equal the losses. There are too many 
burglaries. 

This is a serious reflection on the efficiency 
of the New York police department. Occa- 
sionally there are hysterical outbursts in 
the papers of that city about the prevalence 
of housebreaking and other crimes. There 
is nothing resembling hysteria in the state- 
ment of the insurance company which has 
been ‘referred to. It is a cold blooded ex- 
planation of the reasons which force it to get 
out of a.certain branch of business, The 
company would not care much how many 
burglaries there were if the business of in- 
suring against them were profitable, but it 
has ceased to be. 

It may be that the police department has 
not become less efficient, but that. the burg- 
lars have become more adroit or daring. 
Naturally the professional burglars flock to 
a great city, where much wealth is heaped 
up and must, by constant practice of their 
profession, acquire an unusual degree of 
skill, which enables them to laugh at the 
detectives. This is a charitable view to 
take of the matter, but every man whose 
house is robbed at once lays the blame on the 
incompetent police. 

The questiomw has been raised sometimes 
whether burglar insurance is altogether de- 
sirable. Itis said that it leads toa neglect of 
precautions which woukl otherwise Be 
taken; that men would be less apt to lay 
up treasures “ where thieves break through 
and steal ’’ if they did not rely on the protec- 
tion of insurance. - Undoubtedly if house- 
holders as a class were more careful burg- 
lars would not be successful as often as they 
are.’ The burglar must be accepted as one 
of the unpleasant but inevitable features of 
life mot to be entirely eradicated by the most 
vigilant police force, and the careless house- 
holder who.leaves his:treasure and does not» 
pay scrupulous attention to bolts and bars 
is himself largely to blame. if thieves 
break in,

SPELLING REFORM. 
{From the Woman's Home Companion.] 

It isn’t as if the English sys.em of orthog- 
raphy had been let down out of the heavens 
on tables of stone, so that to tamper with it 
were sacrilege. At best it’s a makeshift. 
Every age has tinkered it, for better, for 
worse—mostly,. for worse; and nobody who 
has given it serious consideration has had-a 
good word forit. Shakspeare made mock of 
it, although in his day it had at least the 
merit of elasticity, so that the Bard of Avon 
found thirty distinct ways to spell his name. 
In his day spelling reform was already afoot. 

Indeed, if you have a passion for exact- 
ness, you must go back to the thirteenth 
century to find the roots of epelling reform. 
The monk who wrote the Ormulum—an inde- 
pendent old fellow—began it by revolting 
against affected Frenchified spellings and 
writing as he spoke. He doesn’t seem to 
have made much impression, for 400 years 
later John Hart of Chester was complaining 
of the “ Unreasonable writing of our Inglish 
toung.” A few years later the cudgels were 
taken up by an author withstrangely modern 
views. His “ Orthographie ” instructed men 
“howe to paint thimage of mannes voice 
most like to Hfe or nature; to use as many 
letters in our writing as we do voices or 
breathes in our speaking; and never to abuse 
one for another, and to write as we speak.”

It was the favorite residence of Louisa, 
Lady Waterford, who inherited it from her 
uncle, and she, im turn, left it to Col. Stuart 
Wortley, who was Lord Kitchener’s right 
hand man and chief of his intelligence depart- 
ment in the Soudan campaigns.

It 
is a joyous crowd, the Cynic qxcepted, and 
the proportion that ie not standing on my 
feet or sitting in my lap is performing those 
genial offices for my neighbor. There is a 
temporary diversion. Yon ‘baby has just 


swallowed a transfer, part of the contents 


of a lunch basket has fallen out on the track, 
and the conductor is swearing ata passenger 
who has unwittingly rung up a fare, and is 
using picturesque language which would dis- 
concert a fishwife. But we do not mind these 
little trifles in Chicago; they go along with 
our admirable street car system and the 
strenuousness of the Rooseveltian life, 
* * 

Much may be learned by those who keep 
their eyes open and are honestly intent on 
the acquisition of knowledge. Truly, nine- 
tenths of the automobilists do not know how 
90 per cent of the rest of the population trav- 
els. And now we are out on the open prairie, 
and all around us several thousand boys of 
various sizes and ages are whacking the 
leather ball and breaking bate and the Sab- 
bath simultaneously. A vision of'my child- 
hoed’s solemn, penitential New England Sab- 
bath rose before me, that dies ire which al- 
ways seemed to my infant mind an awful

side. But we manage to stagger off on the 
left side, and at once an embarrasement of 
riches presente itself. Finally we boil down 
the distractions to a choice between the 
Kranken Unterstuetzungs Verein and some- 
thing even more incomprehensible and terri- 
ble. We wish to defy the most appalling and 
to know the worst, so we proceed toward the 
unknown. As is usually the case, the ogre 
is intimidated by our boldness, and the un- 
known tones down into a happy crowd of 
Austrian-Galician Jews, who are having an 
annual celebration. .Another problem arises. 
To.mingle with this gay throng we must de- 
posit 25 cents each in evidence of our frater- 
nal feeling. The Cynic balks. Herepresents 
that 25 cents is a great deal of money, which 
may not be lightly thrown away, and he sug- 
gests that we may repair to the side street 
and look over the fence much more cheaply 
and with equally happy results,. I yieid to 
the mercenary suggestion. 

We look over the fence. A pretty Austrian 
girlstrolis by. She does not smile or even look 
at us. But the Cynic has a change of heart. 
He has thought it over and has come to the 
conclusion that we have acted unadvisedily 
and ungenerously. Something tells him that 
we are withholding needed funds from a 
worthy cause. Let us return and pay the 
price and make glad thetreasurer! Vive la 
belle Autrichienne!

As we enter the garden an orchestra some. 
where concealed is playing “‘ The Star Span- 
gied Banner.’’ Presently it swings into 
“ Ame@rica.” We are the only native Amer- 
icans within a radius of several miles, and 
we take the compliment to ourselves. We 
raise our hats appreciatively. And now the 
orchestra strikes up “‘ Dixie,’’ and immediate- 
ly innumerable Jews from Galicla, Russian 
Poland, Bohemia, and where else I know not 
begin to clap their hands and manifest other 
aymptoms of enthusiasm.

There are other 
pretty Austrians all about us, but none so 
fair'as she. Surely she was the lady #om 
Venusberg, specially prepared by his evil 
majesty to lure us from our Babbath 
thoughts. We make the circuit of the garden, 
There {gs much Galician cheer with merrt- 
ment. I forbear to ask the merrymakes if 
they know what day this is, for they have 
the advantage of us in numbers if not in 
power of argument. We approach a private 
banquet table. Thereis much fruit in sight. 
I do not remember that Galicia is particu- 
larly a fruit producing country, but many 
days. have passed since I have seen such a 
collection of products of the trees and vines, 
Everybody is eating a peach or a banana. A 
good natured Austrian lady of mature years 
notes my human interest and bestows on me 
a banana. I accept and we engage in con- 
versation. She tells me all about Galicia and 
the Galicilans, and I forget temporarily my 
previous Sabbaths which have been devoted 
to Galatia andthe Galatians. Iam beginning 
to enjoy myself when the Cynic thinks he hag 
caught sight of the fair and elusive Aeumtrian, 
and we are off.

It was a false alarm. We are now at the 
swings. When Iwasa boy there was a well 
established belief that swings always broke 
on the Lord’s day and dislocated people’s 
necks. These swings must have been espe- 
clally strong or Providence had granted a dis- 
pensation to the chosen people.
